President Wilson
Accused of Deceit

.'German - American Citi¬
zens' League of Amer¬
ica" Has Old Leaders

Early in June members of Congress
jreeeived an appeal urging that the peace
treaty be rejected because President
^Pilsen had "deceived the German peo¬
ple? and tricked them into surrendering.
¡Among other things it said:

"The peace treaty is now published.
ft is the exact reverse from what
President Wilson has promised to the
world. The confidence in President
Wilson and his word by the starving
Herman people has been deceived in
the most shameful manner through
the spirit of revenge and desire of
annihilation by our allies. The prin¬
ciples of true democracy have been
trampled upon. The American people
appear before the world as hypo¬
crites and its honor is at stake should
it consent to this barbarian peace
treaty."
This appeal was signed by the "Ger¬

man-American Citizens' League of
America," which, according to its letter,
"comprises over seventy organizations
j»/ workers."
Organized in June, 1918, after Con¬

gress had revoked the charter of the
German-American Alliance, it first be¬
came active in the Chicago elections of
April, 1919, when it supported for Mayor
William. Hale Thompson, who once called
Chicago the sixth German city in the
world.
Following is the first of three articles

describing the purposes of this new alli¬
ance of German-Americans. The second
will appear to-morrow.

CHICAGO, June 27..The German-

American Citizens' League, which has
protested to Congress against the se¬

verity of the peace terms imposed upon
Germany, was born in Chicago, but
is designed to be nation-wide in its
scope and activities.

In its purposes the league bears a

striking resemblance to the defunct
German-American Alliance. It is the
very opposite of the alliance, however,
in one respect.it frankly avows a de¬
termination to take political action
Whenever occasion arises. The Ger¬
man-American Alliance, it will be re¬

membered, was barred by reason of its
Federal charter, which Congress re¬

pealed about two years ago, from tak¬
ing part in politics. To be sure, the
alliance gave little heed to the law pro¬
hibiting its participation in political
affair», its leaders getting into politics
ttp to their necks, even befqre the
World war, and then, after 1914, doing
(everything in their power to serve the
interests of Germany by influencing
Voters and government.
The difference between the two or¬

ganizations, the dead-and-buried alli¬
ance and the German-American Citi¬
zens' League, is more apparent than
real. In frankness and honesty the
.«.vantage lies with the new society.
ït declares its purpose of being a po¬
litical organization and so, in trying
to carry out this policy, it will not
kave to resort to the deception and
subterfuge practised by the German-
American alliance.

Study of Kultur
Among It* Purpose«
Among the aims set within the con¬

stitution of the new league are the
tdncation of citizens in the history
s»d institutions of the United States,
the cultivation of the arts and study
.Î the German tongue and Kultur. Its
position on these questions differs only
'» wording from the ostensible pur¬
poses which the German-American Al¬
liance proclaimed.
The new league announces that it is

.«.-ally opposed to the influence of
Germanism and Anglo-Saxonism in the
United States. It strongly declares for
Americanism to the exclusion of every¬
thing else. Yet, as already stated, one
°* its purposes is not only to incul-
«stc the study of the German language,
.öt of German kultur, with whose far-
***ching meaning the world has now
»«come quite familiar. It declares for
.apport of German language instruc¬
tion and of the German language press.It purposes to publish a national
Periodical from which German lmn-
«Wage newspapers may draw inspira¬tion. Thug it adopts both the pur¬
stes and the methods of the German-
«nerlean Alliance.

Newton Plans to

indictment by the Federal Grand Juryfor violation of the law, and that its
recent activities, as shown by the dis¬closures of the Lusk Committee to In¬
vestigate Seditious Activities, prove itis the centre of Bolshevik propaganda,and to an appreciable extent of Left
Wing Socialist and I. W. W. propa¬ganda.
A. E. Stevenson introduced at yes¬terday's hearing carbon copies of aletter he said was sent broadcast three

years ago from the school advisingthose addressed to "take over the state"
and inquiring-whether they were "readyto meet the militia."

North Dakota Voters
Approve Industrial Laws

Seven State Measures Passed
by Legislature Last Fall Get

8,000 Majority
Special Correspondence

FARGO, N. D., June 27..The NorthDakota scheme of state industrialism,contained in laws passed by the lastLegislature and voted upon by the peo¬ple yesterday, has been approved by amajority of about 8,000 votes. As a re¬sult the state will proceed immediate¬
ly to the carrying into effect of thelaw that establishes a system of grainelevators and flour mills, and that
which provides for the operation of a
state bank, with $17,000,000 in state
bonds provided for the financing of the
plan.

Five other laws, all of them relatingto administration issues, such as edu¬
cation, immigration, judicial district¬
ing, etc., also are approved. They gointo effect July 1.
The returns snow plainly, politicalobservers say, that the members of the

Non-Partisan League lived up to their
slogan: "Well stick; well win," for,with only a few exceptions, the league
vote is about the same as at tho. gen¬eral election last fall. In the cities
the league received more votes than
lest fall.

Judges Too Lenient
With Rail, Mayor Says

District Attorney Swann said yester¬
day he had received from Mayor Hylan
a letter in which was inclosed a com¬
munication from Police Commissioner
Enright complaining that prisoners in
the courts of General Sessions are al¬
lowed bail too freely, and in conse¬
quence are able to go out and commit
further crimes. The Mayor asked Mr.
Swann to confer with the judges re¬

garding the bail and to hasten trials.
Mr. Swann said that at present fifty

prisoner» are out on bail ranging from
$2,500 to $10,000.
The Mayor also urged that th«

judges avoid paroles as much as pos¬
ait.«.

Wilkins Guilty;
Unmoved as He
Hears His Fate

Convicted Slayer of Wife
Calmest Person in Court
When Jury Brings In Its
Verdict After 23 Hours

St&ff Correspondence
MINEÓLA, N. Y., June 27..After

twenty-three hours' deliberation the
jury closeted in the Nassau County
Courthouse from 5:18 o'clock yester¬
day'afternoon until 3:40 p. m. to-day
found Dr. Walter Keene Wilkins guilty
of murder in the first degree. It took
seven hours of argument to bring into
line the last of the jurors who held
out against conviction. At 3:30 p. m.
the resistance, was broken, and ten min¬
utes later Dr. Wilkins heard the pro¬
nouncement of his doom, just four
months from the date on which his wife
was beaten to death at Long Beach.
Sentence will be pronounced at 10
o'clock next Tuesday morning.
The jury recommended clemency, and

was informed by Justice David F. Man¬
ning that first degree murder carried
no other penalty than death.
The aged defendant heard the verdict

without the flicker of an eyelash or the'
perceptible movement of a muscle. His
counsel announced that he would take
the case to the Court of Appeals.

He Got the Tenderloin
In a statement given out when he

was led back to his cell Dr. Wilkins
said:

"I am an absolutely innocent man. I
never injured a hair of my wife's head.
I could nevei have injured a woman
who was universally so generous to me.
We never had a steak that she did not
insist that I have the tenderloin.
"An awful mistake has been made.

The jury could not have understood the
law when they rendered a verdict of
murder in the first degree and recom¬
mended mercy. I am stunned."
No jury in Nassau County has ever

deliberated for a similar length of
time. Twenty ballots were taken. In
the first six jurors voted for convic¬
tion in the first degree, five for ac¬

quittal or conviction in a lesser de¬
gree and one did not vote. On the
fourteenth ballot the jury stood eleven
to one for conviction. It took seven
hours from the time the eleventh man
had been won over to sway Daniel D.
Smith, the twelfth juror, to agree to
the verdict.
When the jurors filed into the court¬

room they were worn, haggard and un¬

kempt.
"Have you agreed on a verdict?"

Justice Manning inquired.
Guilty as Charged

"Yes," said Oscar W. Paries, the fore¬
man. "We find the defendant guilty as

charged in the indictment."
Every eye turned toward the white-

haired figure sitting with his three
counsel. Not a shadow crossed his
countenance. His face was pale when
he came into the courtroom, but it did
not blanch further. He stared straight
ahead of him. His hands were crossed.
For once his feet were at rest.
"We ask that the mercy of the court

be shown to the defendant, if possible,"
the foreman continued.
With voices that they could not

steady the jurors answered the clerk's
poll. Turning toward them, Justice
Manning said:
"You have done faithful service to

the community by the verdict you ren¬
dered. You ask for clemency. It pains
me that I cannot comply with your re¬

quest. A verdict of first degree mur¬
der carries no other penalty than that
of death. Whether or not clemency
may be extended to this defendant is a
matter for the Governor to decide."

Charles N. Wysong, counsel for the
defence, asked that the verdict be set
aside, as against the weight of evi¬
dence. The motion was denied.
The defendant was called to give his

personal record to the clerk of the
court. He jumped to his feet, stepped
briskly forward, and in a clear, firm
^voice answered questions as to his name,
age, parentage, profession, place of res¬
idence and religion. When dismissed he
walked over to his counsel, took off his
glasses with a casual air, bent down
over Mr. Wysong and asked him to
come to his cell as soon as he could.

Mr. Wysong later told of finding Dr.
Wilkins sitting in his cell with perfect
composure. Up to the last minute he

PARIS, June 27 (By The As-

sociated Press!..Dr. Hermann Muel-
1er and Dr. Johannes Bell, the German
plenipotentiaries to sign the peace
treaty, arrived in Versailles this eve»

Tin envoys left Berlin secretly, trav¬
elling by special train, fearing an at¬

tempt on their lives.
Plans were completed by the coun¬

cil of four to-day for the signing jof the treaty at 3 o'clock to-morrow
afternoon.
Paul Dutasta, secretary of the peace

conference, went to Versailles at 8:30:
o'clock this evening to submit to the
German delegates a letter from Pre- ¡mier Clemenceau, president of the peace
congress, certifying that the peace
treaty to be submitted to the Germans
for signature conformed in all points
to the text of the document submitted
June 16.

Getii$i'ftig?3Raise Objection
The Germans had raised the objec¬

tion to M. Dutasta that the text of
the treaty must conform with the text
of that previously submitted before it
would be signed. This protest, which
ordinarily would have required several
days to answer, will be obviated by
the letter that M. Clemenceau has
submitted.
The Chinese delegation announced

to-night that China would not sign the
treaty because she would not be per¬
mitted to make reservations concern¬
ing the province of Shantung or to
make a declaration at the time of
signing.
The council of four this afternoon

appointed Lord Milner, Great Britain;
Colonel Edward M. House, United
States; M. Simon, France; Signor
Crespi, Italy, and Viscount Chinda,
Japan, members of a committee on

mandatories for the colonies and ter¬
ritories detached from the enemy
powers.

Ignace Jan Paderewski, the Polish
Premier, was again before the council,
and as a result his representations on

the question of supplies for the Polish
army were referred to the supreme
council.

It is now expected that it will be
possible to hand over to the Austrians
on Monday the terms reserved in the
original draft treaty on reparations and
the military and naval clauses.

Sonnino to Sign
It is definitely known now that Italy

will be represented in the signing of
the treaty by Baron Sonnino, Mar¬
quis Imperiali di Francavilla and Dr.
Silvio Crespi. The newly appointed
Italian peace conference delegation,
headed by Foreign Minister Tittoni,
will not arrive in Paris until Sunday
morning. Those holding tickets of ad-
mission to the ceremony in the Hall of
Mirrors in the Versailles Palace have
been notified they must be provided
with identification papers. These pa¬
pers must carry the photograph of the
person to be fidmitted.
Marshal Foch, not being a delegate

to the peace conference, will not sign
the peace treaty. He will witness the
ceremonies attending the signature,
however, being seated with the French
delegation.

Poincairé to Attend
President Poincaré, who had failed

to get a ticket of admission to the
Hall of Mirrors, has now received sev¬

eral cards for the ceremony. It is re¬

ported that these cards will be distrib¬
uted to some of the former French
Premiers who were in office during
the war and who were overlooked by
the government.
The "Temps" says ex-Premiers

Briand, Ribot, Viviani and Painleve
will be present at the ceremony, but
not as guests of the French govern¬
ment.
The work of the peace conference

will not be interrupted by the signing
of the treaty, although Premier Lloyd
George as well as President Wilson is
to leave Paris. The Premier will go
to London on Sunday. Foreign Secre¬
tary Balfour and Secretary of State
Lansing will replace the British Pre¬
mier and President Wilson in the work
yet to be done. The peace treaty with
Austria probably will be taken up
Monday.

LONDON, June 27..Reports from

Germany say that the signing of the
peace treaty will be the signal for the
overthrow of the government, follow¬
ing which the militarists will attempt
to establish a dictatorship.
Although these reports must be taken

with a certain reserve, there is no
doubt felt here that a great conflict
is coming in Germany, but it is thoughtthis does not necessarily mean the
downfall of the government.

Eastern Germany is apparently the
scene of the greatest unrest, which ex¬
ceeds even that in Hamburg. Luden-
dorff has offered his services against
the Poles.

COPENHAGEN, June 27..A Berlin
dispatch received here says that traf¬
fic on all the railroad lines at all sta¬
tions in Berlin has been more or less
affected by the strike.
The dispatch adds that the proclama¬

tion of Noske, the Minister of National
Defence, has tremendously excited the
railway men. According to the "Zei¬
tung am Mitting" of Berlin, the strike
leaders have decided upon a complete
tie-up of food trains to Berlin.

This newspaper adds that the gov-
ernment has started strong counter
measures, and that about 1,000 revolu-
tionary leaders have been arrested by
government soldiers and placed in jail
at Moabit.

Berlin Plotted to
Trap Foch 'sArmy

ScheidemannSaid toHave
Planned to Crush the
Allies at River Elbe
BERLIN, June 27 (By The Associated

Press). The German government,
headed by Philipp Scheideman, had
planned to refuse to sign the peace
treaty and to permit the Allied troops
to march into Germany as far as the
Elbe, where it would be attacked by
strong German forces, the Danzig cor¬
respondent of the "Tageblatt" declares
in a dispatch describing the details of
a secret plan to create a separate state
in Northeastern Germany.
The plan failed because of jealousiesand differences of opinion between the

government and the army leaders, the
correspondent says.The last proposal made by the con-spirators planning to oppose the Allies,it is said, was to ask Poland to com¬bine with Eastern Germany in the for¬mation of an independent -republic.The offer, it is declared, was rebuffedby the Poles who asked why it hadnot been offered ten years ago.Details of the plan, the correspondentsays, show the intention was to co¬operate with the Grand Duke 'of Meck¬lenburg in the establishmet of either
a republic or a monarchy to includeEast Prussia, West Prussia and Posen.The plan, he says, was favored byAdolph von Batocki, President of EastPrussia; Herr Schnackenburg, Presi¬dent of West Prussia, and Herr vonBuelow, President of Posen.Herr Wig, the national commissionerfor Posen and the two Prussian prov¬inces, the correspondent declares, waito head the movement and was to bein charge of the military forces, which

Senators Spencer, Capper
and Kellogg Join Those
Who Would Attach Res-!
ervations to Covenant

WASHINGTON, June 27..Three Re¬

publican Senators on whom Administra¬
tion supporters have been counting in
the fight to ratify the peace treaty and
league of nations as written, are now
known to advocate the pruning of
Article X of the league covenant,
These are Spencer, of Missouri; Cap¬
per, of Kansas, and Kellogg, of Min¬
nesota.
When the claim was made for the

Administration last Saturday, by Sena-1
tor Hitchcock, that the league would
be ratified by Republican votes, he had
all three of these Senators in mind.;
They have figured in every list of Re-
publican Senators friendly to the
league which the Democrats have, com- ¡piled.
Senator Spencer said to-day he

would be obliged to vote against the
league of nations itself unless Article
X is amended. He was quick to addthat he did not believe this would be
necessary, because he is convinced theSenate will vote for a reservation tothÍ3 article.

Capper Favors Reservations
Senator Capper also came out deft-nitely for reservations, and althoughSenator Kellogg has authorized nothingfor quotation it is known that he willsupport the reservation programme.Senator Kellogg has not told any of theRepublican leaders what he will do ifthe reservation programme should bedefeated. Whether he would then votefor the league of nations, as written,cannot be stated.
Administration Senators plainlyshowed their anxiety when they heardto-day about the attitude of these threeRepublicans. Senators Kellogg andSpencer had come out flatly against theKnox resolution, thereby furnishingf ... .«..._.___-.mContinued on next page

Britain in Pact to
Defend France if
She Is Attacked

Hastens Back to

Uphold Terms
Peace ConditionsTo
Be Laid at Once
Before the People
PARIS, June 27 (By The Associated

Press).'- President Wilson will leave
for Brest from the Gare des Invalides
at 9:30 p. m. to-morrow after ha
has signed the German treaty and pro¬
tocol. His train will arrive in Brest
Sunday morning, where the President
will board the steamer George Wash¬
ington, which sails about noon.

Before his departure, the President
has made it known, he will be ready to
sign the treaty carrying out the ar¬

rangements whereby the United States
and Great Britain will come lo the
assistance of France in case she is
menaced by Germany, if the treaty can
be prepared for signature in time,
otherwise, he will authorize Secretary
of State Lansing to sign the treaty.
The triple undertaking already has

been communicated in the form of a
letter which will be sent to the Ameri¬
can Senate, but the treaty is the for¬
mal carrying out of the engagement.

Bids Aids Goodby
The President received American

newspaper correspondents at the Hotel
de Crillon at 2 o'clock this afternoon
and said goodby to them.
He also went to American headquar¬

ters to meet the other members of the
American delegation and General Per-
shing for 8 final conference and to say
farewell.

President Wilson will go straight tf
Washington, to lay before Congress thf
results of the peace conference. H«
will leavp soon afterward for an ex
tended tour of the country for th«i
purpose of explaining directly to th/
people all questions relative to th«
peace treaty and the covenant of tb«
league of nations.

Opposed to Amendments
The peace treaty and the league o:

nations covenant should be ratified
without amendment, according to th<
Presidential view as it is understood
for certain definite reasons namely
th^t if any one power seeks to mak<
amendments, then the war will not t*
over until every one of the twenty-om
associated nations learns the result
of the amendments.

This can be done only through proc
esses of negotiation, and it i.< held tha
it would be a hopeless process of d«
lay in restoring peace. It is also hel
that the effect of the amendment
would be to keep the United State
out of the treaty and out of the leagu,The question has arisen whethc
reservations amount to amendmen
and Presidential quarters are undei
stood to hold that reservations, sue
as the proposed Root reservation 1
Article '10 of the covenant, are equivi
lent to amendment.

Against Fall's Resolution
Feeling is said to be particular

strong in Presidential quarters againthe resolution of Senator Fall, of Ne
Mexico, to declare a state of peace wil
Germany, which is characterized
these responsible quarters as havii
the effect of allying the United Stat
with Germany and placing the count
in a position of contempt that no n
tion ever suffered.
